Wicking sued the’ printer and pub- 
lisher of the Hongkong Telegraph for 
$1,000 as damages for a libel falsely 
and maliciously published in that 
newspaper was brought to a conelu- 
sion on Saturday afternoon, after a 
protracted hearing lasting three entire 
days, the jury finding for the plain- 
tiff on the ground that the libels 
charged were not true in substance 
and in fact, for the defendant to the 
effect that the said libels were pub- 
lished bond fide and without malice, 
and assessing. the damages to be 
awarded the plaintiff at the sub- 
stantial figure of $250. “We have no 
intention whatever of critically re- 
viewing the matters. brought out in 
evidence at this trial, or of complain- 
ing in any way of the result which has 
proved so adverse to ourselves; still 
we owe a duty, not only to the gen- 
tlemen who, by our mistake, have 
been put to much serious inconveni- 
ence, annoyance, and trouble, but 
also to our readers, which it would 
be dishonourable on our part to shirk, 
and we therefore avail. ourselves of 
this opportunity of putting ourselves 
right with those whose good opinions 
we value. . 
Lord Bacon once sagely observed, 
“T wish every man knew as much 
law as would enable him to keep 
himself out of it’? This wise remark 
of that most eminent and distin- 
guished member of the legal profes- 
sion, strikes straight at the root of 
the matter which led to the action 
Wicking v. Fraser-Smith. In’ total 
ignorance of the legal significance.of 
a certain sentence, we asked. the | 
public to form their own. inferences’ 
of certain matters, which we detailed 
on reported assurances that they were 
strictly true..in_ every single respect, 
and ‘which appeared to is so suspi-

did ask the public on whats we con-

least desire to seriously charge either 
one of the persons named with such 
an offence. ‘his apparent inconsis- 
tency could be cusily and in faet al-.

ready. has been fully explained. . There’ 
is awell worn law maxim to the effect 
that ignoranée of the law is no excuse 
for acting illegally, and it is fair. 
enough to demand or expect that 
every, one should contemplate the 
probable consequences of his. own 
acts. We erred in puré ignorance, 
without contemplating probable re- 
sults, and, we have as a matter of 
course had to put up with the conse- 
quences. 

My, Harry Wicking has fairly vin- 
divated his character from the charge. 
which we honestly avow we never in- 
tended to make against him.. As a 
solatium for the injuries he is sup- 
posed to have sustained a jury of his 
countrymen have very properly 
awarded him substantial compensa- 
tion to the amount of two hundred 
and fifty dollars. It is not an exces- 
sive sum, but probably, fairly enough 
represents the cxtent of the injuries 
we sincerely regret to have uninten- 
tionally occasioned this gentleman. 
We do not actually owe Mr. Wicking 
any apology, as the damages awarded 
by the jury are supposed to ‘represent 
the full extentof his claims; but as 
the ease has been fairly tried, and we.

all that he has said and done with 
regard to the Lelegraph weare quite 
satisfied, Ls 

Mr. G. Murray Bain, whose name 
has been unfairly used in this business 
is justly entitled toa most ample 
apology. We did believe that he 
had an interest in crushing the 
Telegraph at the outset, on grounds 
which at the time seemed to us all 
sufficient, but which we are glad to 
say have not been substantiated, and 
acting in this belief we did make 
certain observations respecting Mr. 
Bain which might have, to our ad: 
vantage, been left unsaid. The

Murray Bain will quite understand 
that we never had the remotest in- 
tention of making him personally 
appear in‘any other light than. as 
having committed what we still think 
and what the: general public always 
will think, was a grave error of 
judgment in mixing himself up in 


with the Telégraph, and with which 


lication of the article, and aé the 
whole of tho parties concerned had 
been very good friends, the whole 
thing could easily have’ been settled 
by asking why they persisted. in their 
opposition. His lordship: must have 
overlooked tho fact and that we did 
ask more than ‘once and in most-ap- 
propriate and courteous terms what 
"it. all meant, and we received’ no 
reply whatever, as Mr. Robert-Smith 
had to consult Mr. Bain, and we are 
informed did consult Mr. Wicking, 
and it is fair enough to assume that 
he “received advice and acted on it.

Had that person answered the 
courteous and friendly letters we sent 
him, offering any reasonable excuse 
or explanation for his damaging 


troubles would have been avoided. 
Admitting freely that, notwithstand- 
ing what we considered our good 
grounds of complaint against Mr. 


an improper method. of obtaining 
‘redress for’ assumed grievances, it 


that we were absolutely dragged’ 
into assailing our opponents in a 
manner repugnant to our feelings 
and detrimental to our best interests. 
- There is one particular portion of

Since his father’s death Ihave, as Mr. 
de Souza says, ‘taken .a kindly interest 
in his affairs, I call to. mind thro 
‘ocedsions on which he’ corisulted me 
with referenca ‘to the business of the 


_ ostate, and also about increasing bis 


business. I have not been in the-habit 
‘of. visiting his office often excopt when 
I wont about printing work of my own. 
J have no pecuniary intorcst: in the 


China Mail, and never had. .I never: 


said so. nor allowod it to be inferred. 
‘The report that I had an interest in it 
novar reached me. Between the Ist 


Examination continued—That 1s 
every word that took place about the 
Telegraph. I did not seo Mr. de Souza 
again until tho 7th, when I called to 
got some visiting cards printed. As I 
was leaving ho said: “Will. you be 
kind enough to look ever an agreement 
~ hich Mr, Fraser-Smith has sent to me 
to sign.” Isaid “I am too pressed 
now; if you will send it to:my office 
J will do so with pleasure whon I re- 
turn.” This was about half-past ten. 
Thati s all that occurred; I was too busy 


to stay. I deliberately say it is untrue 


that I said Mr. Smith had a-bad temper; 
I suggested sending it unter cover as 
an ordinary business precaution, but 
neither Mr Smith nor his temper enter- 
ed my head. He had nover shown me 
any temper; we had always been good 
friends, The document: produced is 
the agreement that was sent tome. 1 
found it on my desk when I returned. 
I have no knowledge whatever of 
printing or publishing mysolf. I read 
the agreement carefully myself and 
then determined to ask my friend Mr. 
Bain about it, and I took it immediately 
to his office. I said to him: “Young: 
de Souza has sent me an agreement 
which Mr Fraser-Smith wants him to 
sign. J shall be glad if you will look 
over it.” Talso said, “You know he 
has some thirteen or. fourteen women 
and children depending upon him, and 
jf he can make anything out of it it 
will bea good thing for him.” Mr Bain 
said “I knew old de Souza very well, and 
if I can do anything for his son T shall 
be glad to do so.” We then read the. 
agreement, and then said he could not 
print it for less. than $350. or $400. 
That was for a paper-the sizo of the 
Shanghai Mercury. Mr. Bain added, “1 
should be sorry to seo him undertake it 
for that.” He did not go into details, 
and that is practically all that occured. 
I then went back to my office and wrote 
the letter which has been put in, (The 
letter in the Telegraph). Mr. Bain is. 
not responsible for the exact items 
mentioned in the posteript. TI sent for 
de Souza, told him the purport of what. 
Mr, Bain had said, and I gave him the 
letter telling him he could show it to 
Mr. Fraser-Smith, but of course I did 
not intend it for publication. Mr de 
Souza was excited and appeared to be 
under fear of a threat which Mr, Smith 
had held out to him. I recommended 
him to make a note in his pocket-book 
of the gentlemen who were prosent at. 
the time,. On the same day I recdived 
a letter ‘asking me to go and see him, 
as Mr. Smith had threatened him with 
an action, ‘“I-:wrote the short answer 
on it which has been publisted. 
About four o’clock IT went to see him. 
Mr. Smith, Mr Lubeck, and some 
others were present. I-wént into the 
office, I. think.Mr.-Smith-made the 
first romark and asked me what busi- 
ness I had to interfere in this matter. 
J said it was: no. ititerference or my 
part, that’ my~ advice had . been 
asked, and I’ told him it’ was 
quite impossible for.Mr, de Souza to 
carry out the contract for the sum 
named, Qn tho day the article ap- | 
peared, I did not see My. de Souza until 


about six o'clock. I think I sent for 


him, but at‘all events I went to see him. 
I foind him with Mr. Beale, and 
said I would like to havo a little pri- 
vate conversation with him, We then 
wont down stairs. I asked him if ho | 
had read tho articlo ond ho said he had, 


asked about the memo. I would have 
said if never existed, but feeling sure 
he would not tell a He I thourht my 
memory must be at fault and after’ 
thinking about it I romembered the 
circumstance. Mr. de Souza told me 
he had fourteen persons to support; 
his fathor told me he had eighteen. I 
had nothing to do. with the article in 


the Ohina Mail which has been refer- | 


red to, nor had I anything to do with 
the ramour about the number of copies 
the Governor took. I had nothing to 


. do with all that is stated in the article 


abont Mr. Robert Smith and the dum- 
my advertisements, I did not know 
about that until I saw it in the papor. 
T have not been engaged in carrying 
on a systematic persecution of Mr. 
Fraser-Smith. I have only seen four 
copies of his paper, three-of which were 
in reference to myself. Until that ar- 
ticle appeared I did not think he bore 
mo any animosity, and on the 25th 
Juné at the hotel L spske to him on 
the footing ofa friend. TI did not con- 
spire or confederate in any way with 
Mr. George Murray Bain to stop the 


publication of that paper. The thought.

1 have never in any degree assailed 
Mr, Fraser-Smith’s character. I had 
never had a gnarrel with him or an 
unkind word. I saw Mr. Souza on the

need not be- afraid,” or something of 
that kind. : 

By Mr. Francis—I had no business 
with the elder do Souza except sending 
him expresses and printing and cor- 
recting. the proofs, and he bought a 
good deal of stationery through Lane, 
Crawford and Co. On the evening of 
the 2nd June, I had no business with 
Mr. de Souza; I simply called in to 
ask if the report about the Telegraph 
was true. I knew the project was.in 
contemplation to start a paper called 
Noon. Idid'not tender my advice on 
that question. On the 15th Mr. 
de Souza asked me if I would 
kindly look over an agreement. He 
did ‘not tell me anything about the 
detailsas T had not time to stay and 


listen. Idid not tell him that Mr. 


Fraser-Smith had a bad tempor and 
not to let him know that I was advi- 
sing him. I say those things did not 
happen. I am speaking from positive 
recollection ; it is nob simply that I do 
not remember them. In stating they 
occurred Mr, de. Souza did not speak 
the truth, 1 donot say intentionally. 1. 
had not his permission -or Fraser. 
Swith’s to show. the  aproement to 
Mr. Bain. I think it was perfectly 
honourable todo so, I have been on 
every intimate terms with Mr. Bain. I

wero what wo thought together, At 


‘the timo Mr Bain road tho agreomont 


he had seen Mr Francis, and I said ho 
could not be in better hands, Mr 
' Francis had given him a letter and told 
him not to let Mr, Fraser-Smith know 
he had written it. I did see that letter, 
I think on the 8th, 
Mr. Francis—How wonderfully your 
memory comes back ; you said you did 
- not see him after the 7th. 
Cross-examination  continued—Mr. 
[Brasor-Sinith did tell me I was acting 
mproperly in interfering with the affair 
on the 7th, but that wasuot the reason 
T did not take any further interest in 
the mattor.

not to me. That letter did not state 
that the paper was costing over $250, 
‘It is imagination on Mr, de Souza’s 
part that I was excited ; I was a little 
annoyed when I first saw the article, 
but not excited. Ido not think I may 
have forgotten the contents of the let- 
ter in consequence of the excitement 
that has been spoken of. To the.best 
of my belief I had no conversation 
with Mr. Bain-about the article before 
it appeared; we had after.
